SECTION  C— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA. 


WATER. 

The  year  1942  was,  from  the  water  point  of  view,  a 
normal  one,  and  supplies  were  generally  well  maintained. 
But  there  are  still  several  parts  of  the  District  where  the 
supply  is  far  from  satisfactory,  the  tapping  of  small  springs 
here  and  there  can  only  be  considered  a  palliative  measure, 
and  it  is  possible  that  the  ultimate  solution  of  the  difficulty 
will  be  by  the  impounding  of  a  large  volume  of  water,  which 
will  have  to  be  treated  and  chlorinated  and  then  piped  to  the 
greater  part  of  the  area,  pumping  also  being  resorted  to 
where  necessary.  The  question  of  cost  has  been  the 
principal  difficulty  of  all  schemes  so  far. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

No  extensions  to  the  sewers  have  been  carried  out,  but 
repairs  have  been  effected  where  necessary  .  The  occasional 
flooding  at  Staithes  caused  by  storm-water  have  been 
remedied  by  the  provision  of  a  storm-water  outlet.
